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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-6.8-10.14, 15 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

anticipated by Eckel et al. 5,672,645. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-10 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Eckel et al. 5,672,645. in view of Serini et al. 4,172.103 or Bodinger 
etal. 5,672,103. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/28/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The range shown in the ('645) patent encompasses applicants' claimed 
range. That is anticipation. As far as the obviousness rejection is concerned, there is no 
Declaration in the file. The instant application is not a continuation. There is no parent 
file. The rejections are maintained.
